The Question of Baldness

HAIR can be regrown on a bald 
head in sp ecial cases. However, 
baldness is du e to many different 
cau ses, and no single treatm ent 
I know of will help everybody. 
Partial baldness is very com­ 
mon. Comp lete baldness of the 
head is less common bu t not rare. 
In some, even the hair throu gh­ 
ou t the body may be comp letely 
lost. 
Some p eop le have no signs of 
hair on the body at birth. This 
is an hereditary defect, and they 
have no hop e of ever having hair. 
Baldness may follow emotional 
shock after someone has a fright­ 
fu l exp erience, or after some 
great sorrow. 


B aldness in W om en 
Many times elderly women de 


help fu l 
growth. 
In a condition known as alo­ 
p ecia areata, the hair falls ou t 
in p atches, and sometimes all 
over tho head. The cau se of this 
typ e of baldness is not known. 
Peop le with this condition be­ 
come bald su ddenly, u su ally while 
still you ng. 
When this occu rs in you ng 
adu lts the hair may regrow in 
time. However, when it affects 
the hair throu ghou t the body, 
there is little hop e th at the hair 
will grow back.

WASHINGTON ttfi— Sen. McCar­ 
thy —whose pursuit of Communists 
brought him jeers, cheers and re- 
election—is now in position to oper­ 
ate on a bigger scale than ever 
before, and seems to intend to. 
In the new Republican-controlled 
Congress McCarthy will be chair­ 
man of a powerful Senate com­ 
mittee which has a staff of lawy ers 
and investigators whom McCarthy 
can use in his Red hunt. 
Until now’—from the time he be­ 
gan 
his 
sensational 
charges of 
Communists in government almost 
three y ears ago—the Wisconsin Re­ 
publican had to do business pretty 
much on his own and, more or 
less, with his own staff. 
It is not k nown how President­ 
elect Eisenhower feels about the 
prospect of stepped-up and even 
broader ex plorations by McCarthy . 
And there is no indication from 
what he has said recently that 
McCarthy intends ask ing. 
If for any reason the new Presi­ 
dent sought to throw roadblock s 
in the senator’s way , he might 
find, as have others who attempted 
to interfere with McCarthy , that 
he had a tiger by the tail. 
In a copy righted interview with 
reporters of the week ly magazine 
U. S. News and World Report, 
McCarthy outlined some of 
the 
avenues which he considers worth 
attention: 
A continuing search for Commu­ 
nists in the government, particu­ 
larly in the State Department; a 
hunt for Communists or “ Commu­ 
nist think ing” in the colleges; and 
an investigation of corruption in 
government. 
Eisenhower would certainly fol­ 
low with interest a McCarthy ex ­ 
amination of the minds of college 
professors since Eisenhower him­ 
self is giving up the presidency of 
Columbia University to be presi­ 
dent of the United States.

violets, whose leaves should be kept 
dry. I se tepid rather 
th an 
cold 
w ater in watering 
house 
plants, 
and bi’ sure that th e re ’s plenty of 
hum idity in the rooms. 


Poinsettia plants require 
moist 
soil, room tem perature 
of 
about 
60 deg. F., and a sunny window 
They m ay dry out after C hristm as 
when they are resting. Azalas ask 
for plenty of water, a fairly cool 
place and acid soil. C inerarias need 
plenty of w ater 
a 
coolish 
room 
with high humidity 
and 
indirect 
light, Don’t sprinkle 
the 
leaves, 
and carefully pinch off faded blos­ 
soms. 
African violets, getting m ore pop­ 
ular all the time, .should be w atered 
by soaking the twits in tepid w ater 
every other day. Never sprinkle the 
leaves, and keep the plant out of 
strong 
sunshine, strong

rents, and away from w arm radia 
tors F eed it plant food every other 
week. 
Dust Leaves 
Keep budding and blooming cy 
clam en plants in room s of about 65

F, tem perature. Supply t h e 
m oisture from below by sinking the 
pots in a pan of w ater, but do not 
let surplus water stand in the sa u ­ 
cer 
Dust the leaves with a 
soft 
brush instead of washing them .
